Synopsis of Canadian North¬ 
west Land Regulations 

THK *ole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 year* old, who wa« at the 
cotnnieuct ment of the preaent war, and 
lia* aince continued to be, a British *nb- 
ject or a aubject of an allied or neutral 
cooutry, may home*tead * quarter aec- 
tlon of available Dominion Land in Man¬ 
itoba, Saskatchewan or Alberta- Appli¬ 
cant mint appear in person st Dominion 
l,*nds Agency or Sub-Agencv for DU 
trict. Entry by proxy may be made on 
certain conditions. Duties—Six months 
residence upon and cultivation of laud in 
each of three yeara. 

In oertain districts s homesteader may 
secure sn adjoining quarter-section sa 
pre-emption. Price *3 00 per acre. 
J>nt4ea— Reside six-mojitlis in eaob of 
three .years after earning homestead pat¬ 
ent and cultivate 50 acres extra. May 
obtain pre-emption patent as soon as 
homestead patent on certain conditions. 

A settler after obtaining homestead 
patent, if hecannctsecure a pre emption. 
may take a purchased homestead in cer¬ 
tain districta. Price $8.00 per acre. Must 
reside six months in each of three years, 
cultivate 50 acres aud erect a house worth 
$300 00. 

Holder* of entries may count time of 
employment as farm lalniurers in Canada 
during 1917, as retideuce duties under 
certain conditions. 

When Dominion lands are advertised 
or posted for entry,returned eolrtier* who 
have served overseas and have been hon¬ 
ourably discharged, receive one day pri 
ority in pp'ving for entry at local Agents 
Ottic* (I ri mt 8uh-Ag*ncy). Discharge 
papers l si be presented to Agent.

age test for the third cow was 2. 
6, with extremes of 2.0 and 4.0 

Hence it is evident that the lau¬ 
dable desire to know what a cer¬ 
tain cow’s milk tests for fat may 
be defeated entirely if only one 
somple is run through the mach¬ 
ine. 

In the light of the examples 
given above, as well as of hur- 
dreds of other instances on re¬ 
cord, it is safe to conclude that a 
fair method is to test a compos¬ 
ite sample of five or six milkings 
taken at intervals when the cow 
is in normal condition. This plan 
has given good results in the cow 
testing work of the dairy divis¬ 
ion, Ottawa.

Not only has Regina been a pio¬ 
neer in the movement for encourag¬ 
ing cultivation of vacant lot gardens, 
but the movement has made grrater 
strides here than in any other city of 
its size on the continent. The fame 
ot Regina as a garden city has gone 
broadcast, and ' frequently requests 
for information arc received from 
blKcr cities contemplating taking up 
this movement. 

Not only have requests for infor¬ 
mation come from many points in 
Canada, both in the west and in the 
cast, but a number of American cities 
have heard of the movement as Con¬ 
ducted in Regina, and only the other 
day a request was received by the 
secretary of the vacant lot garden 
movement from a town in Illinois, for. 
information as to how the scheme 
was working out here. The gentle¬ 
man stated that he had heard of the 
preat strides which had been made 
in the movement here, and wished to 
get as mpeh information as possible 
to proceed with the plan in another 
city. 

Wide publicity Was given to Regina 
by reason of Mr. Miller, of this city, 
who is secretary of the dry farming j 
movement, taking prizes at the in¬ 
ternational exhibition last year, with 
potatoes grown on vacant lots, and as 
a result, rnany enquiries have been 
received as to gardening conditions 
in this city generally.—Rcgini Lead¬ 
er.

Life Saving: Devices 


Women in British grades 

The Labor Gazette, issued by the 
British Board of Trade, in a survey 
of the movement of women into the 
industrial field in Great Britain since 
the war began, finds that the actual 
number of jwome.n who have directly 
replaced men in various trades and 
professions and in agriculture and 
manual labor i$ 933,000. These fig¬ 
ures are of October 31 last, and it is 
believed that the number has been 
augmented greatly since that date. 

Between July 31,'1914, and July 31, 
1916, 35,000 were added t,o the num¬ 
ber of women who have “permanent¬ 
ly” and directly replaced men in agri¬ 
cultural pursuits in the United King¬ 
dom, bringing the total of women 
thus employed up to 115,000. 


Submarine warfare has resulted in 
numerous improvements in life pre¬ 
servers and buoys. The passengers 
on kny ship that sails the Atlantic 
today arc likely to find themselves 
bobbing about in the icy water with 
no support but a cork jacket. Some 
time ago a number of sailors on a 
torpedoed ship saved their lives at 
night by signalling to the. rescueis 
with little electric flash lamps. This' 
principle has now been incorporated 
into the latest life buoy by an attach¬ 
ment which carries electric flash 
lamps jis part of its equipment. The 
lamps burn steadily as soon as the 
buoy hits the water, and serve to in¬ 
dicate the. position of the person sup¬ 
ported to any boat that may be 
searching for survivors. 


Butter Production in Winnipeg 
Over 2,300,000 pounds of butter was 
manufactured in Winnipeg in 1916. 
The Crescent creamqry made 900,000 
pounds; T. Eaton and company 500,- 
000 pounds; City creamery 300,000; 
Holland company, 200,000; Manitoba 
creamery, 200,000, and Dominion 
creamery, 200,000. 


The problem of the woman far 
from Town is different from that of 
the woman who is within easy reach 
o( city markets. The woman in cdun- 
try places depends on the country 
store for a market. Now the country 
storekeeper has his^Bfoblem just as 
well as the farmer’s wife, and if we 
are ever to get at the root of the 
matter we must consider both sides 
of the question. 

Take the matter of butter. How 
few women really make first-class 
butter. We all know the woman who 
keeps her cream too long before 
churning, and, when it turns out 
“nippy”, remarks that it'is not very 
good and she will just send it to the

have to cheat the grocer and \the 
coal man.” 

store! What can the storekeeper do 
with it? He has to sell it for cook¬ 
ing butter, because the woman who 
sent it in may be one of his best 
Customers and he cannot afford to of¬ 
fend her by refusing to take it. The 
loss falls, not on the woman who 
made this poor butter, however, but 
on the other woman who makes good 
butter that will sell for a price that 
can cover the loss on the bad butter. 
This woman- did not realize that ev¬ 
ery pound of poor butter sent to the 
store lowered the price of all the but¬ 
ter to the seller, and raised it all to- 
the buyer. She ought to have kept 
the “nippy” butter at home, and the 
home critics would not have been 
long in voicing their opinions as to 
quality. That this is a common state 
of affairs everyone knows. 

Last summer I asked at a country 
store if they had any good butter. 
They said they had not a pound of 
eatable butter in- the place and they 
had lots of orders they could not 
fill. Now one thing is certain; as 
leng as butter goes to the stores of 
no uniform good quality, there can be 
no good prices to the producer. The 
storekeeper cannot give one womai 
a better p>ice than her neighbor, for 
they tell obch other, and his life 
would not be worth living after they 
found out. 

The same can be told of the egg 
trade. One woman is short an egg 
to -make out a dozen, and puts in a 
doubtful one. That one bad egg 
comes back like a boomerang and 
hits the price of the whole lot. The 
women who do business in this style 
usually demand the highest price. 
They are unbusinesslike from first to 
last. The difficulties of getting pro¬ 
duce of uniform quality is the main 
reason for the almost universal 
movement towards co-operation. 
With creameries to take the cream 
daily, a uniform good quality of but¬ 
ter is produced which will bring a 
much.better price than mixed lots 
of Butter gathered at the storis. 

The same with egg circles. Where 
the eggs are gathered regularly \v- 
ery day, they can be sold at bctteY 
prices with little danger of rotten 
eggs getting amongst them. There¬ 
fore, in country places' it seems the 
very wisest policy to encourage co¬ 
operative movements. It relieves the 
women of a good deal of heavy work, 
makes for better prices, eliminates 
the selling problem, and relieves the 
country storekeeper of one of his 
biggest difficulties. 

There is also another waty in which 
country districts can co-operate, and 
that is in producing specialties. In 
most communities, every one follows] 
his or her own fancy in .choice o£ 
stock or poultry, etc. Consequently 
when buyers come they find difficulty 
in getting big enough shipments of 
any one kind. To illustrate what 1 
mean let me tell you of the experi¬ 
ence of the fruit growers in the Oka¬ 
nagan Valley, B:C. Every settler 
who went in there started to plant
